T. PETERSBURG, Jan. 1 — The sanguinary tragedy in the famous 

restaurant “The Bear,” at an early hour this morning, in which 

a student, Davidoff, was shot and killed by Count Sherometieff, 
and the count was badly beaten by friends of the dead man, has cast 
a shadow over the New Year festivities. 

The custom of making New Year calls obtains in Russia to a 
larger extent than in any other country in the world, and at every re 
ception today the affair at “The Bear” was a subject of conversation, 
it being universally accepted by superstitious Russians as an augury 
that passion and violence will reign in the empire in 1906. 

Strangely enough the Zeritel (Spectatgr) this morning printed a 
picture representing the specter of death interrupting and spreading 
consternation at a New Year feast.

OROCCO AND THE POWERS. 

Italy’s position in the Moroccan 
controversy is a peculiar and a difficult 
one. As the ally of Germany and the 
friend of France she is pulled in dif- 
ferent directions. It is natural, there- 
fore, that from Italy should emanate 
proposals for some sort of a compro- 
mise. But the latest diplomatic ballon 
d’essai sent up from Rome with a view 
to test how the currents of interna- 
tibnal rivalry are blowing suggests a 
settlement whose very hopelessness of 
acceptance indicates the extreme diffi- 
culty being experienced in finding , a 
basis of general agreement. 

By the plan which, it is stated, the 
Italian representatives at the ap- 
proaching conference will bring for- 
ward, the policy of dividing Morocco in- 
to spheres of influence is to be recom- 
mend+d. Germany would have a con- 
trolling influence on the Atlantic 
coast, Spain on the Mediterranean 
coast, and France on the Ajlgerian 
frontier, while, by way apparently of

(Bismarck’s immortal phrase,) Italy 
would be given charge of the policing 
ef Tangier and its surrounding terri-

Memorial Service for Dr. Harper. 


Sunday morning, the pastor, Rev. 


life and services of the late Dr. wil- 
liam mn. Harper of Chicago University. 
Taking for his text, the last words of 
Dr. Harper, “God always helps,” he 
said, in the course of his remarks, ° Dr. 
Harper was in many respects, not omy 
the most remarkable man of his gener- 
ation, but the most remarkable educa- 
tor probably of the past hundred years. 
For superabundance of enthusiasm, 
brilliancy of intellect, ability to impart 
knowledge, audacity of conception, ©X~ 
ecutive power, far-reaching concep- 
tions, and masterly organizing powers, 
if the century just past has produced 
his superior, or even his equal, I do not 
know who it was. 

“He began early and lost no time. 
When most boys are just beginning 0 
plan for their life, he was a post — 
uate, and recognized as one 2 the 
leading educators of his time. He de- 
voted his life, and his intellect to the 
very highest things. He brought the 
best to the service of humanity. Day 
and night he tolled. An hour was 0 
him a asset, which he must 
expend for the very highest purpose. 
Far into the night, when others were 
wrapped in slumber, and in the early 
dawn, this indefatigable man with a 
vision and a purpose, toiled untiringly 
on. A hundred years after the great- 
est general of all time, was startling 
rope with his amazing and unpar- 


intellectual and spiritual life, was as- 
tonishing the world with his brilliant 
plans, and audacious enterprises. He 
spent millions, captured great minds, 
took ion of great libraries, set 
in motion activities, and performed 
prodigies of work such as no other 
man of his time attempted or achieved. 

“His was a remarkable half century 
of lite, and shames most men with 
their puny attempts, and their selfish 

“Dr. Harper was a great organizer. 
While some have expounded great 
genius for the creation of a vast ma- 
chine for zobbery or destroying their 
fellows, he brought into being a great 
equipment for the developing of the 
power of mankind. , 

“First of all, Dr. was a truth- 
seeker. Truth was the morning star 
which led him on to high things. He 
was fearless in the presence of truth. 
He was never afraid of what the result 
would de, if men were told the exact 
truth. He held with an enth 
which was contagious that what God 
had recorded in His Book, could never 
be Injured by letting in upon it all the 
truth we could command, scholar and 
fearless thinker that he was, it ils not 
surprising, that he was often mis- 
judged, and harshly criticized, by those 
little souls, which forever, like bats ari 
owls, prefer the darkness to the sun- 
shine. But he was too great of soul 
to be disturbed by this on the one 
hand, and too enthusiastic for the 
truth. to be swerved from his high alm 
on the other. 

No man I believe has ever lived, at 
least in modern times, who 
so much to arouse interest 
study, as he.
